TVyO OTHERS ESCAPE DEATH

When the foe bank settled down- on 
Lake county New Year's morning, 
mnking trajjnop both land and aea 
■especially aihgeroua. Peter Anderson, 
•section foreipan in the employ 'of the 
St. Paul A'ttilroad at Russel, decided 
that New I Year's morn was the morn- 
ing of all fJays to go out and examine 
the steel rails of the company in whose 
employ he had worked 15 years. He 
procured a speeder— a" hand cart driven 
by a small gasoline engine — and started 
south from Russell to examine rails, 
switches and signaling devices. He 
had not driven his cart five miles when 
iri front of the monster of the rails ap- 
peared within 20 feet of his machine. 
He applied the brakes, but too late. 
The big locomotive struck the speeder, 
crushing it to bits, and burying ma- 
•chlne and man under its enormous 
, weight. Anderson's body wps, literallv 
■speaking, cut to pieces. The engineer 
•applied the brakes, brought his train to 
a stop, and mat|e and an investigation 
to ascertain whether the occupants of 
the speeder had been killed or injured. 
When he found that the machine oper- 
ator had been instantly kilted, be drove 
his train into Russell, made his report, , 
then contined on his way. At the in- 
■quest it was proven that he did every- 1 
thing in his power to avoid killing the 
section foreman. 

. An hour after Anderson met death 
another section hand was killed on a 
differe nt railroad and many miles from 
the scene of the first accident. 

LateJNew Year's day, Lawrence 
Skalcki, employed as section foreman 
by the Soo line at Prairie View, order- 
•ed his two assistants to prepare the 
speeder for atrip over the division. 
The two men got the machine ready, 
then the foreman jumped to the drivers 
seat, and the little "go-devil," as it is 
known among railroad men, raced south 
over the slippery and fog-hidden rails. 
The men had proceeded but a couple of 
miles when one of them was heard to 
shout: 
•'Look!*' 

Within 30 feet' of them, on the same 
rails, a big locomotive pulling the fast 
merchandise train out of Chicago ap- 
peared. It was running close to 40 
miles an hour. The speeder was run- 
ning 20 miles an hour. 

"Jump for your lives!" shouted the 
foreman, as he slipped from the speed- 
er. Allie Lalic, complied with his in- 
struction and jumped to safety. Both 
men were badly bruised, but were able 
to resume their work Monday. 

Sam Dale, who was riding on the ! 
rear end of the speeder did not jump, 
but clung to the speeder as it raced 
head-on into the locomotive. He was 
ground to death under the wheels of the 
big engine. One of the witnesses of 
, the accident believes that Dale did not 
hear tne warning shout of his foreman. 
Another believes that he heard the cry 
of danger but was too frightened to 
move.

"Gi^^l by the same spirit of 
franknet^^s the government of the 
TTttion, tho Imperial and royal gov- 
ernment, although 'it .docs hot find 
in the note frequently referred to the 
answer to all the legitimate ques- 
tions submitted by it, is willing to 
'■ communicate to the federal govern- 
; '^nout the result of the Investigation 
which, in accordance ^vith existing 
departmental regulations, was begim 
Immediately after the receipt of tho 
Ileot report on the sinking of the 
Ancona. and which was Just recently 
received. 

"The result of this investigation 
may be summarized as follows: On 
November 7, llUfi, at 11:40 o'clock in 
."tho forenoon, the commander of the 
HUbmarlne observed in latitude 3S.40 
h, longitude 10.08 east, in foggy 
wtvther, at a distance roughly :i.000 
yards, and one point to starboard, the 
outlines of a large Italian steamer. 
He took it nt first for a transport 
steamer and turned about and Ilred 
from his rear gun a warning shot far 
from the vessel. 

"Simultaneously, he displayed the 
signal, 'Leave the ship.' The steamer 
did not stop, but rather turned aside 
and sought to escape. The command- 
er nt first remained stopped for aomo 
'minutes In order to Increase the dis- 
tance, since he feared that tho steam- 
er had a stern gun and would lire at 
ithe submarine wltli It. 
' "When tho distance had reached 
4,500 yards he had the pursuit taken 
lUp with full power and Ilred from 
*,hls forward gun at a docreaBlng dis- 
tance sixteen shells, among which he 
observed three hits. 

Boats Drop Into Water. 
"During the chase the steamer wont 
Igzas and stopped only after the 
third hit. Thereupon tlic commander 
ceased firing. 
."During the filght the steamer had 
ready, while at full speed, let some 
loats with persons In them fall, which 
mmedlatcly capsized. After stopping, 
He steamer began launching boats. 

'From a distance of about 2,000 
iirda tho commander saw that six 
>oata wore filled and rowed hastily 
Way from tho steamer. Another 
loat was capsized and Iloated keel 
j>. Tho people held on to tho hang- 
ng lines and to tho capsized boat. 

During tlie further approach of the 

utmarlno the commander saw that a 

:rGat panic reigned aboard and that 

had' to deal with a passenger 

teamei^-namely: the Ancona, from 



Genoa. Therefore ho gave the occu- 
pants of the steamer more time than 
was reiiutrcd to leave the ship in 
lifeboats. 

"At least ten lifeboats wore stiil 
aboard, which would have more than 
aulUccd foi- tho rescue of tho persons 
still aboard. One of those boats, full 
of people, hung, half turned outward, 
on the davits. 

Liner Is Torpedoed. 
"Since, however, except for this, no 
further move was made to lower 
boats, tho commander decided after a 
lapse of forty-hve minutes to torpedo 
the ship In such a manner that it 
should remain a considerable tiiae 
alloat, in order that, on the one hand, 
tho getting of the people into the life- 
boats sliould bo hastened, and that, 
on the other, adequate opportunity 
should remain for rescuing tlie per- 
sons still aboard. 

"Shortly thereafter a steamer be- 
came visible, which was throwing out 
heavy clouds of smoke and headed to- 
ward the Ancona. It apparently 
had been summoned by the Ancoua's 
wireless. 

"Since the submarine commander 
had to reckon on an attack by u 
steamer which ho took for an enemy 
cruiser, he Biibmergod after havini; 
at 12:.3r) o'clock In the afternoon had 
a torpedo fired Into the forward bag- 
gage hold of tho Ancona from a dis- 
tance of vSOO yards. The Ancona list- 
ed al)out ton degrees to starboard 
after this shot. 

"Thereupon an effort was made to 
lower the lifeboat which already wna 
half turned nut of the davits. It broke 
loose, however,' and fell into the wa- 
ter. Tho lifeboat floated keel down, 
however, and the people held fast to 
the gunwale. 

All Could Hjive Been Saved. 
"Of the other boats, none was low- 
ered into the water, although persons 
could still be observed aboard. Tlie 
.steamer gradually righted ilself to an 
even keel and settled so slowly that 
tho submarine commander at first 
doubted whether the steamer would 
sink. Not until V.:;0 o'clock did it 
sink, after a lengthy parallel settling, 
with the bow first. 

"During these further forty-five 
minutes all per.sons j'ot aboard could 
have been saved without dlfficuUy 
with the boats still on hand. 

"From the fact that this, contrary 
to his expectations, was not done, tho 
commander concluded that the crow, 
contrary to all seamen's customs, hail 
accomplished their own rescue with 
tho first boats and abandoned to them- 
selves the passengers intrusted to 
their protection. 

puts Blame on Crew. 

"The loss of human lives is, in the 
first instance, by no means ascribabie 
to the sinking of the ship. but. in all 
probability, in a much higher meas- 
ure to the rapid lowering (hinunter 
werfen^ of the boats during full speed, 
as well as to the fact that the crew, 
concerned only for itself, did not res- 
cue tho passengers of tho capsized 
boats. 

"Ab appears from the above ad- 
duced state of affairs, the very es- 
teemed note of December D Is based 
in many points on incorrect promlBCs, 
Information reaching the United 
States government that solid shot 
was immediately fired toward tho 
steamer is Incorrect; It Is incorrect 
that the submarine overhauled the 
steamer during tho chase; It la In- 
correct that only a brief period was 
given for getting the people Into tho 
boats. 

"Flnallj*, It is Incorrect that a num- 
ber of shells were still fired at the 
steamer after It had stopped. 

"The facts of the case demonstrate 
further that the commander of the 
submarine granted tho steamer a full 
forty-five minutes' time, that Is more 
than an adequate period, to give tho 
persons aboard an opportunity to take 
to the boats. Then, since the people 
wero not all saved, he carried out the 
torpedrdng In such a manner that the 
ship could remain above water the 
longest posKlhle time, doing this with 
the puriiose of making po.ssiblc the 
abandonment of the vessel on boats 
still in hand. 

Commander Punished. 
"Since the ship remained a further 
forty-live minutes above water, he 
would have accomplished his purpose 
if the crow of the Ancona had not 
abandoned tho passengers In a man- 
ner contrary to duty. 

"With full consideration, however, 
of this couduct of the commander, 
aimed at accomplishing the rescue of 
the crew and passengers, the imperial 
and royal marine authorities reached 
the conclusion that he had omitted to 



the prinl(3\hat had broken out among 
tho paBaongora, which rendered dilll- 
culi the taking to the boats, and^ tho 
spirit of tho regulation that imperial 
and, roynl marine olllcera Hhall fail In 
giving liclp to nobody In need, not 
,evon to an enemy. 

"Therefore the officer wns punished 
in accordance with the existing rules 
for exceeding his instructions. 
Will Pay Indemnity. 
"The imperial and royul govern- 
ment, in the face of this state of af- 
fairs, does not hesitate to draw the 
corresponding conclusions respecting 
tho Indemnlllcatlon of American cizi- 
zcns affected by tho sinking of the 
prize, but in this regard It makes the 
lullowing statement: 

"Tho investigation into tho sinking 
of the Ancona could naturally furnish 
no essential point to yhuw in how far 
a right to an indemnity is to bo grant- 
ed American .citizens.. Tho imperial 
and royal government cannot, Indeed, 
even according to the view of tho 
Washington cabinet, he held liable for 
damages which resulted from the un- 
doubtbdiy justlliod bombard ment uf 
the lleeing ship. 

"It should Just as little have to an- 
swer for the damages whicit came to 
pass before the torpedoing of the ship, 
through the faulty lowering of life- 
boats or the capsizing of lowered 
boats. 

•"rUc Imperial and royal government 
must assume that the Wasliington 
government is In a position and dis- 
posed to give it (the Austro-IIungarian 
govcrumentj the required and certain- 
ly not unimportant information in this 
respect. 

"If, however, because of possible 
lack of material proofs, the particular 
circumstances under which American 
citizens BUlTered damage should not 
have become known to the Union gov- 
"ernmont. the royal government, ill 
consideration for the humanely deep- 
ly regrettable incident, and by a de- 
sire to proclaim once again Us friend- 
ly feelings toward ilio federal govern- 
ment, would bo gladly willing to dis- 
regard this gap in the ovidenco and 
lo extend Indemnities also to those 
damaged whose cause cannot be es- 
tablished. 

"While the imperial and royal- gov- 
ernment may probably consider the 
affair of the Ancona as settled with 
the foregoing statements, it reserves 
lo Itself at this time the right to bring 
up for discussion at a later period the 
difilcult questions of international law 
comiected with submarine warfare. 

"The undersigned has the honor to 
request most respectfully that Ills ex- 
cellency, the ambassador of the Uni- 
ted Slates of America, will be pleased 
to bring the foregoing lo the attention 
of tho federal government and takes 
advantage of this opportunity to re- 
new t6 his excellency an expression 
of his most especial esteem.

Washington, Mian. .'..—President Wil- 
son has cut short his honeymoon anil 
arrived hero on Tuesday from Hot 
Springs, Va.. In a spcelat train. Me 
win take up the task of solving the 
most serious problem that the I'nitod 
States has faced since the European 
war began. 

Not so serious in the total loss of 
life or in the immher of Americans 
who met their death, the sinking of 
the Persia has caused greater alarm 
both In 'J'eutonic diplomatic circics 
and In those circles that hojie lo keep 
the I'uited Slates out of tlie ICuro- 
peun war tlmil did the Lusitaniu 
case. 

If the facts are as they appear on 
the surface; if a subraarino. whether 
of Austrian or German or even 'i'urk- 
Ish nationality, sent the vessel to the 
bottom and snuffed out ITiO lives with- 
out warning, it is believed there will 
be no more notes. Those closest to 
tho i)residcnt believe that his pa- 
tience has been exhausted. 

Only one thing seems to give hope- 
that the Persia was armed in such a 
way as to make hor a warship. There 
is little chance for this, however. In 
circics tl-at know the equipment of 
the British ships it is said they have 
carried guns at their sterns only. This 
would not, in the opinion of Secre- 
tary Lansing, make tho Persia a war- 
ship. Not only does Secretary Lansing 
believe this, hut he has forced from 
Germany an .admission in tho Lusl- 
tania controversy that his opinion la 
correct in the ordinary usages of in- 
ternational law. 

Haron Zwiedinck, charge of the Aus- 
trian embassy. Is working with might 
and main lo avert a crisis. He assured 
Secretary Lansing that should it ho 
found an Austrian submarino sunk the 
Persia, with loss of American life, his 
government would promptly give rep- 
aration and satisfaction. He asked 
that judgment bo suspended imtll all 
the facts were Icnown. 

There seemed to bo a growing Im- 
pression In oHiclal quarters that tho 
president may call the congress lead- 
ers together and acquaint them fully 
■with the situation.

I^ondon, .Ian. 3. — ITnoIficlal dis- 
patches from Cairo state that when 
tho British .steamship Persia was tor- 
pedoed and sunk In tlie Mediterranean 
on Thursday about 2-i.") of -lOO passen- 
gers and crew aboard were drowned. 

No warning of any kind was given 
and the vessel sank In five minutes 
after being struck amidships by a tor- 
petlo. 

Alexandria reports from 150 to IGO 
survivors have been landed there. 
U. S. Consul Dead. 
Robert N.^ McNeely, American con- 
sul at Aden, Arabia, Is believed to 
have been drowned. Ueuter's Cairo 
correspondent makes the unreserved 
statement that Mr. McNeely lost his 
life. Charles H. Grant of Boston was 
saved. 

United States Consul Garrels at 
Alexandria reported to Washington 
tho liner carried 4.7-inch guns. 

Severn! ships are said to have 
passed the four small boats Itllcd with 
refugees without assisting them, being 
afraid presumably of decoys. Many 
passengers were thrown into the water 
when tlie yessdl heeled over. 

Survivor Tells of Attack. 
Tlie Ilrst story from a survivor was 
received by the Peninsular & Oriental 
Steamship company, when the follow- 
ing telegram came from Col. C. C. Big- 
ham, who wns among those saved: 

"A torpedo struck the ship on the 
port bow at l:0.'i o'clock in tho aft^^r- 
noon. wlicn about forty miles south of 
tho east end of the Island of Crete. 
No warning wns given, nor any at- 
tempt -made to aaslst. Within hvo 
minutes the ship bad sunk. 

"Tho conduct of the- passengers and 
crew was splenilld; there was no 
struggling and no panic. Four boats, 
after thirty hours at &ca, wero picked 
up by a warship." 

Tho Peninsular Sz Oriental company, 
which owned the Persia, announced 
that 158 survivors had arrived at Alex- 
andria. 

The survivors comprise the chief of- 
ficer, second ofllcor, seven engineers. 
I twenty-seven seamen, sixty-three laa- 



London, .Ian. a.— The Peninsular and 
Oriental Mua steamer Ceelong has 
been sunk in the Mediterranean. All 
the passengers and members of tho 
crow wero saved. The Geelong was a 
steel steamer of 7.051 tons, about tlio 
same sl'/c as tho Persia, and was built 
In 1904. This Is the third announce- 
ment of tho sinking of a big British 
liner in throe days. 

Tho British Unor Glengylc, bound 
from Yokahama for Genoa, has been 
sunk in the Mediterranean sea by a 
submarine. There were about 100 pas- 
sengers on tho steamer, the captain 
said, and ail were saved. Ten members 
of the crew are missing. 

The Glengylc was a new boat,, hav- 
ing been built In 1914, and displaced 
9,000 tons. She balicd from Glasgow. 
Her length was 500 feet and she was 
G2 feet in tho beam.

Blast on Board Norwegian Oil Steamer

Tho quesUon Is asked, "How can 
geraniums bo wintered In the cellar?" 
in two wayii: First, in pota. Second, 
by banging tliem up by tho heels, bo 
to speak. 

Neither way la abaolutely sure to 
bring them librougb in good condition. 
Dut either v;ay may prove successful, 
therefore Itl ia ndvlHablc to try both 
If one Ims ilno varieties he would 
like to Favofor ne.xt summer. If one 
falls the other may prove auccessful. 
To winter them In pots the plants 
should bo crowded Into as small pota 
as will contain them, and then tho 
topt* should I bo cut away so that all 
tliat remalna of tho summer's growtli 
is a few stuliB nt tho base of the plant. 
^ Do not try to encourage any growth 
'jfter iiottlng. Set them away In a 
cool but frdist-proof place and keep 
them there rts long as It Is safe to do 
iio. Then put them iu a cool cellar. 

The soli in tho pots should bo rjulte 
dry when they go Into cold storage, 
and It sboul'd be kept in that condi- 
tion, aa nc'jiriy as possible, all through 
the winter. Not really dry. of coMrso. 
hut with only a hint of moisturS in 
It— so little, Indeed, that It would seem 
(lr>- when Compared with ordinary 
Boils. I 

The aim is to keep tho plants as 
nearly dormhnt ns possible, ahd this 
cannot be done If they are moist at 
tho roots. I Heat also oncouraKou 
growth, and the uhaenco of It has a 
tendency to' keep tlie plants at a 
BtandBtin. 

Treated as' advised above, It Is pos- 
sHjle to bring geraniums through tho 
winter In such a condition that they 
begin to grotw na soon as brought to 
tlie light and warmth of tho altllng- 
room after being watered. 

Tlio nccesisary conditions, you will 
observe, are dn'ncss of soil and a 
low tcmp6ral:uro. 

It is less work to make the plants 
free from the soil they have grown In 
during the summer and simply hang 
up the masai of roots in the roilar. 
This should not bo done immediately 
after lifting i:ho planta. however. 

This metliod makes It necessary for 
US to leave Ithen* In tho ground as 
long aa possible, well up to -cold 
weather, In i'act, for if they wore to 
go Into the cellar whllo tho tempera- 
turo was high, growth would be al- 
most sure to begin. 

Therefore the plants must be left 
Inythe ground iind protected from frost 
until ahout tho first of November, If 
possible. Then lift them on a warm

The memory of one bad accident la 
enough to mar permanently the pleas- 
ure of the motorist, and It Is therefore 
a matter of first Importance to take 
all precautions to guard against even 
tho semblance of a disaster of any 
kind. 

Mechanical advances in construc- 
tion have ao improved the automobUe 
that there la little excuse for smashes. 
Perhaps the only risk that cannot be 
entirely eliminated comes in the use 
of a car on wet and slippery streets, 
which brings to the fore the peril of 
skidding. 

The skid Is one of tho most nerve- 
racking of esperionces. 

There Is nothing that makes a man 
lose his nerve so thoroughly as a bad 
Bkld that ends in a broken wheel 
against a .curb or that makes matters 
far worse by "side-swiping" a moving 
trolley car. 

It took American inventive genius 
to discover that if there was sufllclent 
pressure on a chain It would take tons 
of effort to slide it over a wet pave- 
ment or tho muddiest of dirt roada; 
and ^h^t the weight of any car itself 
fltitoniatTcaTly suppllea more pressure 
than is ever needed effectively to stop 
a tendency to slide on tho part of the 
allppery rubber surface of the tiro. 

It was then only a question of 
making a coat of chain mall in such 
form that It could easily be put on 
and taken off the wheel. 

Probably no other device has done 
80 much to raise the factor of auto- 
mobile aafety. 

Unfortunately, roads are not always 
all wet or nil dry. 

When one starts out in the mln 
It's an easy matter to go prepared by 
putting on the chains, and when It's 
really wet, nothing gives a greater 
feeling of security than "chains on 
all fours:" for, of all skids, the front 
wheel variety is to be most dreadeil, 
as it is. the hardost to counteract by 
m.inlpiilatlon of the steering wheel. 

But In the driest weather there may 
be the efforts of the street sprinkler 
to contend with or a sudden shower 
may overtake the car within so short 
a' distance of home that a driver 
would rather tako the risk than get 
out in the rain to put on the chains. 

In such contingencies the ability 
to do tiie right thing at the right time 
is n great halp. 

First of all. drive slowly over the 
wot stretch. Like the Irishman's fall. 
it Isn't the speed that hurts; it's the 
sudden stop that does tho damage. 

So, by all moans, avoid putting on 
the brakes, as that simply locks the 
rear wheels and makea it easier for 
them to slide by preventing their 
natural tendency to roll ahead. 

The moment the car starts to slide 
off at the rear, turn the front wheels 
sharply In the same direction as the 
rear ones are skidding. 

Both pair then present an acute 
angle to the line of slide movement; 
and the rear wheels will resume roll- 
ing and follow tho front wheels in- 
stead of skidding. 

Turning the front wheels In tho oth- 
er direction will aggravate the ten- 
dency to skid to a dangerous degree. 
The biggest factor In the preven- 
tion of skidding and In making pos- 
sible ordinarily Inaccessible roada in 
the winter time is the chain non- 
skid device.

Automatic Tire-Pump. 

A tire-pump that not only pumps up 
any tire within a" few minutes, but 
that keeps tho tire at that pressure 
regardless of puncture!!, is a Rritlsh 
invention. The pump can be attached 
to the hub olT the wfie6I in less than a 
minute by any perHon. It works on 
the rotary pump principle, each revo- 
lution of tho wheel, while running the 
car, driving air Into the tire, and so 
ettoctlve has this device shown itself 
during a recent otflclal test by the 
Royal Automobile club of Great Brit- 
ain that a tire, deliberately punctured 
in Ave places, was kept running. The 
device appears to have solved the 
roadside repair problem. No car need 
stop because of a puncture if fitted 
with one of these pumps, as it can be 
run with case and without danger to 
the nearest garage or repair shop.

Early Auto Development. . 
The moat Important early labors on 
the motor vehicle were those of an 
Englishman, Walter Hancock, who 
worked from 1821 to 1836 on eiperl- 
monta to develop ateam vehicles. With 
the disappearance of those in 183G tho 
continued effort of doveloplng tho au- 
tomobile practically ceased until 1881, 
although what may ho called a "sec- 
ond period" ot development came 
about tSGO. Tho modom period began 
in 1884 with Gottllob Daimler's gaa en- 
gine; other Important steps wero 
those taken by Carl Bonz In 1880 and 
M. Leon Serpollet in 1889.

Winter Cans of Tires. 

If an automobile Is used on ^y occa- 
Blonally during the winter, It wifl ,n 
be ueqessary^to romovo the tirea. hiit 
they should bo partly deflated. Tho 
wboelai should bo. supported by Jacks. 

Tires should not bo loft standing on 
greasyi or wet floors. Oreaae la In- 
Jurlouip to tho rubber and molsturo to" 
the fabric. 

If tliie car Is laid up for the winter, 
tho wfioela should bo Jacked up and 
the tlipes romoved. It there aro any 
cuts iiji the rubber they should bo ro- 
paired to keep out moisture. 

During the winter, after tiros have 
boon -yvrappod in paper or burlap to 
keep t,hom as dry as possible and to 
protect them from tho sunlight, they 
should bo placed In a dry room with a 
temperature ranging between forty 
and GS5 dogrocB. No sunlight should 
come directly on tho tiros.
